?rom time to time before going to bed I have caught a few of your shows. Thoy 
have been as good as I’d have expected of you. ^one better. But you are, in my 
opinion, a little overboard on the job the press (all forms) has done. There lias 
been virtually no investigative reporting. Excellent reporting of leak3 and many 
with the real need to build tlieir own p.r. with leaks. There is much more fear tiian 
3liows, is acknowledged or is understood, ilany important stories go unreported. I have 
some of the documents that have been totally suppressed. I have done some of tho 
investigating of what was not investigated. When the brave reporters on' the bravo 
papers simply would not touch really hot stuff, I decided that while there was other 
work I would rather completo, here is the clear and present danger. So, with no 
prospect of publication I an doing a book. It will at least bo a written record of 
what was not given to the people and how, if the predictable worst happens, it came 
to pass. will be largely because despite the press, the Congress and the media 
failed to do what each could abd didn’t. 

This 13 not to say that both have not done better by tlii3 scandal than by any 
I can recall looking 60 years backward. Both have. But this one is tliat bad, that 
much worse, that bek much more dangerous. And if you stop to tliink of it in a different 
way, maybe some of both realise tliat for then tho chips are down. If they do, they could 
play tho hand3 with a little more vigor and have a better ahance. 

If you follow the Post closely, and I do, you should notice a difference in the 
Watergate reporting once the story reverted to the national desk. A little-known 
man to whom much credit is due i3 Barry Su3snan, metro editor ^rid originally the 
story was his. Now the diplomats have it. 

This is not a complaint, ^our show is yours. I had no personal interest, only 
what I regard as the country’s and a desire to do something for an old friend. 1 
know you have schedules and tilings like tliat. However, if what I told Lyn that was 
publicly available was not enough, I also thought you might be interested in knwoiag 
that when hi3 partner confirmed it, he added more details about the operation ill which 
Jaworski played his role. I do not doubt all regarded it as a patriotic duty when 
Washington asked. But if that is tho kind of judgement th&t is going to do the 
investigating and prosecuting and if there is any question of any CIA illegality 
(by which I include porjuiy and tell you I have the proof), is there no potential 

conflict of interest? The other part deals with ^aworski’s record when G 0 nnally gave 
him a similar function in late 1y64. Keep up the great work, est re/mrdn.
